Mechanical. One individual from the governing
board needs to be appointed to assist with the
mediation.

A conference committee meeting was held this
morning on our budget bill, SB 2007, with another
meeting set for this afternoon. The House made a
number of cuts to our bill that are being worked out
in conference committee; including removal of 4
FTE and $100,000 from our operating budget.

08. Financial Report

With 12% of the biennium remaining as of March
31, 2013, we have 39% of our operating authority
remaining, 42% of our capital authority remaining
and are slightly over budget with our salaries and
benefits. Any capital items not related to the
construction of the new Veterans Home will be
completed by June 30". We will have some general
fund turn back as we will not use all of our operating
authority due to the lower than anticipated census.

The current census is 52 residents in skilled and 85
residents in basic care, with 11.68% of our
population being non-veterans.
